Over 200 were in attendance at 
the mass meeting in Crossfield on 
Monday afternoon which was spon- 
sored by the United Farmers of Al- 
berta in their effort to secure $1 
a bushel for wheat. R. J. Laut was 
chairman and T. Tredaway wel- 
comed the visitors; and, speaking 
for the board of trade, said that 
body was behind the move for im- 
proved farming conditions. : 

Frank Laut, M.L.A., outlined the 
difference between conditions fac- 
ed by agriculture and those faced 
by other industries. Mr. George 
Church, executive member of the 
U.F.A., quoted from speeches of 
Dominion cabinet ministers to. ex- 
emplify this year’s decrease in 
western farmers’ income. 

Mr. Robert Gardiner, president 
of the U.F.A., reviewed the situa- 
tion. In spite of the bonus, he said, 
farmers in Western Canada would 
receive $80,000,000 less this year on 
wheat compared to last year’s fig- 
ures. 

The meeting passed two resolu- 
tions. The first supported the four- 
point program of the western 
wheat pools and the second urged 
every individual to write the prime 
minister stating his own views on 
the matter.

Crossfield United Observes

Hints on Swaths 
—E.M.C.— 


A well known farmer of the dist- 
rict and the writer were talking re- 
cently about swathed wheat. 


I think his conclusions are well 
founded and worth passing on. He 
claims a swath laid straight on a 
six- to eight-inch stubble kept in 
the best condition. The grain went 
down but took the stubblé with it 
and was so kept off the ground. 
Swaths laid crossways on a high 
stubble went down between the 
stubble and were badly sprouted. 

Swaths laid straight on a high 
stubble kept better than the cross- 
wise swath. There is no sure way 
to keep the swath from going 
down, but there does seem to be 
a way of placing it so that it will 
not grow or bleach too badly. 

Some straw stacks have been 
burned this fall. Remember, that 
we are in the Straw Conservation 
Area, Straw must not be burned 
without permission from the Field 
Crops Commission at Edmonton.

Following is a concise but com- 
plete history of the Crossfield 
United Church as compiled and 
contributed to the The Chronicle 
by Rev. H. V. Ellison. 


Crossfield United Church on Sun- 
day and Monday, Nov. 2 and 3, will 
commemorate the 36th anniversary 
of the opening of what was origin- 
ally a Methodist Church. The 
church was opened early in the 
winter of 1905. The first Quarterly 
Board was organized on Nov. 10, 
of the same year with Rev. E. J. 


Hodgins as superintendent and the * 
Rev. F. J. Johnson as pastor. In 
1906 the Presbyterian Church used 
the Methodist building, alternating 
the services. In 1907 Norman Van- 
derlander was appointed Record- 
Steward of the charge and he was 
a faithful worker. He latter left to 
reside in Calgary. In July, 1918, the 
two bodies under the co-operative 
movement that was then working 
in both churches united into one 
congregation and formed the Union 
Church of Crossfield with Rev. H. 
M. Horricks as minister. 

The appointments connected with 
the Crossfield charge when it be- 
came a Union church were Rodney, 
Elba, Bottrell, Beaver Dam, Sun- 
shine and Crossfield. 

In June, 1925, the Church became 
part of the United Church of Can- 
ada with Rev. R. Taylor as minis- 
ter. 

The Ladies’ Aid has always been 
a strong asset to the Church and 
fs now under the leadership of 
Mrs. E. Fox. The Church and com- 
munity have been served by many 
capable ministers, including Revs. 
H. Johnson, W. A. Smith, J. P. Ber- 
ry, H. M. Horricks, R. K. Swener- 
ton, H. Young, E. Longmere, S. 
Hunt and the present minister, Rev. 
H. V. Ellison. 

The church down the through 
the years of its history has, in joy 
and sorrow, depression and pros- 
perity, served the community and 
district, and its friends wish it 
many more years of service.

“Going Back’’—2. 

Two. weeks ago I tried to show that 

the belief in some sort of mysterious 

~cprocess whieh led to “going back” or 
“running out” of crop varieties was 
ill-founded: So far as wheat and 
barley are concerned, I believe that 
the necessity for renewal of seed is 
due to volunteering, mechanical mix- 
ing and occasional natural efossing. 
The proposal to discontinue naming 
all generations but the first of regis- 
tered seed of self-fertilized crops is a 
recognition of this principle. So long 
as wheat and barley stocks will pass 
field and seed inspection, it is need- 
less to worry about new seed. 

Hybrid corn seed must be renewed 
_each year because it owes its vigour 
to its immediate hybrid ancestry. If 
we were to produce hybrid seed of 
wheat, and we could do so at a cost 
of about. $100 per bushel, it would be 
more vigorous and-productive than 
the standard varieties, and it would 
“go back” in succeetling generations 
just as hybrid corn does: There is 
nothing mysterious about this. 

Oats. may be different. It seems 
likely that false wild oats may in- 
crease to the point where renewal of 
seed is necessary. This might be 
called going back, running out, or 
anything you like. 

Three important imports to Eng- 
land from Scotland are Scotsmen, 
whiskey and seed potatoes. The 
Scotsmen drift in like rust spores, 
whiskey flows in because it is wel- 
comed, and potatoes are brought in 
because English potatoes “go back.” 
This going back is due to the accumu- 
lation of disease necessitating the 
importation of disease-free seed. But, 
after all, potato tubers are not seed!
